All the newspaper

offices, viz., The Press, Advertiser, Argus, and

Mar, are in ruips, The Post Office and Custom

House 15 ruined, thougn it is thought *he

records are safe in the vaults, The Awmerlcan,

ANOIHER ACCOENT.

PorTLAND, July 6,—0Ono of Lthe most beantiful,
if not the most beautiful of our smalier Atlantic
oitice, now lies m ruins, Portland, which,
gince the completion of the Grand Trunk Rail-
roud, and the selection of its poble harbor as
the winter terminus of the Canadian line of
steamers to Burope, had made such rapid
strides in prosperity as to promise at no distant
day a serions nvalry with Boswon lor the pri-
macy of commerecial importance in New Eng-
lmd‘, hus been visited, n a season of profound
,m, and on the anniversary of our national

pendence, with a conflagration so sweep-
ing and tremendous that it can be likened only
1o the desolation by fire of some of our Southern
oapitals in the very crisis apd fury of the late
war. How the fire was commumnicated to the
small wooden building in which it seems first
to have brokin out, has hardly yet become a
subject of conjecture,

Some months ago a mysterious individual was
arrested here shortly after a fire had taken place
in Free street, who tfinally conlessed that he had
come to Portland for the express purpose of
burning the eity, and that be was the author of
the conflagration which last year laid waste the
capital ol the State, Augusia—s conflugration
which, until this das’s sad work was done,
ranked first 1n the annals of our misfortunes of
this kind. It is possible that thislast catus
trophe may have been the work of gome guch
incendiary madness; but more probabl:, per-
haps, that it 1s to be ecarried to the account of
the carnival of fire and gonpowder with which
it is considered prope: o eelebrate the birthduy
of the naticn.,  Whatever itz origin, its extent—
of which, unfortunately, we cannol yerspeak
with precision, slnee the brave firemen are still

ttling with the encmy, sal have not yet
secured thelr victory—is simply appalling. In
less then twelve hours onc-third of the property
of this buey and flonrishing city has been rolled
uP in a scroll of fire and blown away in clouds
of smoke.

Portlaud s divided [uto an upper snd a lower
town, On the high land to the south and west
stand the handsomest private residences und
the most pleturesquae strecls of the eity. Con-

fecuons amone these 1 the stately mansion of

1. John Brown, the architectural pride of
Portland, a bouse literally set upon a hill, und
the tower of which is the first object desceried
by the traveller coming in {ro.n Boston on the
railway. From this macseilon, proceeding eust-
ward as fur us State stieel sud Park street, the
former 0! which, with its noble rows of line
forest Lrees, g one of the most charming strects
in America, cxtends the richest “home quarter”
of Portland, and this region happlly has been
spared.

The fire began, as we have stated, below the
high lands to the eastward of the two large sta-
tions of the Boston a1d Malne and Bastern Rail-
roail, which, together with the Grand Trunk
depots, and the most part of the warehouses on
Commercial street, have escaped the flames.
From the little boat-bullder's shop in which it
onginated just before sunset, it was comoiuni
cated to the splendid sugar-houses of Mr. Brown,
of whose residence we have already spoken as
the finest in the city, They constituted the most
extensive sugar works in New England, boiling
over forty thousand casks of molasses annually,
Bolld and substantinl as they were, they had
dlsapgrmad totally before 10 o'clock at night;
and the wind, blowing almost a gale from the
Bouthwest, swept the mighty mass ot lame away
from Commercial street, and up towards the
heart of the lower town,

Excbange sireel, in which were situated the
handsomest jewellers' shops of the city, the
newspaper bulldings—four in number—the Mer-
chants' Newsroom, and many offices, public and
private, including the law office of Senator Fes-
genden, and the Britigh Consul's office; Middle
Street, from just below the United States Hotel,
down to Exchange street, with all the banks in
the cily—seven in number—the be-t retall shops,
and a number o' offices occupied by the leading
members of the Portland bar; the handsome
new Custom House, which contnined the Post
Office also; the telegraph offices, mitunted at the
corner of Exchange and Middls streets, directly
opposite the Custom House—all were wrapped
in flames as the fiery surges swept steadily on-
ward to the east and north. .

The flames passed soross, in the rear of the
United States Hotel, into Congress strect, de-
stroying tho buildings of the Portland Natural
History Society, and with them its vgluable
collections, and, sorest loss of all, porhaps, to
the archbitecture of the “Forest City,” the new
eity and county buildiog, & very handsome
edifice of hewn stone ula_({ brick, of which the
E:Ple of Portland were justly proud, clatmine

It ranked next after the new City Hall of
Boston among buildings of the kind in New
Eogland. This fine structure was completed
anly two or three years ago, and was believed
‘1o be so nearly fre-proof that many persons had

t their furnlture and other goods into it as

e conflagration went on, hoping thus to suve
'&htl!m. But all went logether 1o the comwon
N n!

During the brief durkuess of the snmmer nlght
the spectacle presented by the conflagration, us

m the upper part of the city, wos indeseriba-

grand; but it Is not casy to ludulpe ohe's
love of the pleturesque ln the presence of these
smoking rulns, whioh alone now represont what
yeatorday stood forth as the accumulnted vesults
of human energy and eolerpriee, to the eati-
mated value of some ten wilhons of dollurs,
Nearly two thousand families, and, it fs com-
uted, from seven to cight thousand individoals
n all, are to-day destitute and homeless, who In
the morning of yestorday «constituted ncarly
ong-third of the population of one of the most
orderly, prosperous, aud industriovs clties in
America, ight churches, sevem hotels, every
rinting offloe capable of lssulng & newspaper,

ve vanished,

The behavior of the people has been beyond
pmnige. Order has been preserved throvghou®
all these exciting bhours, and the inhabilants
bave vied with each other, and with the goud
Bv.-oplo who Irom all the neighboring towns
ave burried in to the rescue, in their energetic
efforts to ma'ntain the public peace and to put
down the conflagration., The means at thelr
diepoenl for this purpose were certainly far
from adequate; ond it Is to be regretied tohnt
warning was not taken from the fire of lust
vear in Augusts, 10 organize here a more extens
sive and efficlent fire department. All that
could be done, however, has been done and s
dolng: and even under the actual pressure of
this dire calumity, the people preserve & spirit
and resolution which promise well for the recu-
erition of Portland from ite great disaster.
lut it 18 to be hoped that no time will be lost
by our leading cities I coming forward to the
assistance of this self-helpful yvet sorely stricken
community.—N. Y. Herald.

ketfeh of the City of Foriland.

Portland is mtuated ona peninsula at the
western extremity of Casco Bay, and it s one
hundred and dve miles from Boaton, The
present population s about thirty-five thousand,
The city was regulualy lald out and handsomely
built, particularly itsa more modern portions,
which were noted for thelr elegant buildings,
It was lighted with gas and well supplied with
water. We speak ol the city as something that
was, for this calamity seems to huve well nigh
destroyedit, Muany of the streets were planted
with elm and other #hade trees, The principal
publle buildings were the Exchange, an elegunt
structure, with handesome colonnade and dome,
conlatuing the Post Office, Custom Hounse, and
United States Court roome; the City Hall, built
of brick: the old Custom House, of granite, and
twentyfour churches, Its public school gys-
tem was one of the best In the country, and the
gchool bulldio were structures of substan-
tial elegance. There were algo numerons private
schools and an academy. The Athensum, n-
corporated in 1827, had a library of over six
thonsand yolumes, The Natural History Society
had a valuable collection of minerals, speci-
mens, ete.  The natural advantages of the ety
were very great, and had been improved by a
wealthy and cultivated population, until it was
known as one of the most beautiful places in
the whole country. All its elegance of public
and private bulldinge bas been swept away, and
there remaing a barren waste of ashes and rofns,
It was nn important enfrepel of Canadian uwnd
domestic commerce; while it exported in large
quantities jce, lumber, ftish, and provisions,
Manufactures had lately attracted much capital
to the spot. Bhip building was extensively
carried on. The enterprise nnd publie spirit of
its citizens are notorious, and we cannot bat
hiope thut it will in o reasonably short time sur-
mount the ‘prcsenz misfortune, rebuilding the
city as beauvtitul as belore, :

THE GREAT FIRE IN NEW YORK.

Confilagration om the East River—De.
structiomn of the New Haven Steamb ont
Depot — The Steamer ** Baltimore™
Burmed to the Water's Edge — Luss
Nearly %3500,000 — Foar FPusrsons Se-
verely Burmed, Ete,

The most disastrous conflagration that has
visited onr city since the destruction of the
Academy of Music, occurred yesterday mornineg
at the freipht and passcoger depot ol the New
Haven Steambost t‘-omlpnny, locuted at Piers 256
and 26 East river, resulting in the total demol;-
tion of the depot and oilices, with wvaluable
guunntitiesof freaght, ete. A large steamer, the
Bollimore, ying at the wharf, was also de-
stroved, The totil loss will not fall short of hall
o million of deltars, most of which is not ineured.

The fire was discoverad shortly after 8 o'clock
yesterday morning, by private watchman
(jeorge FEvaps, among some goods in ihal per-
fion of the depo! fronting on South street, af
the toot of Peck’s glip, snd when flrst geen conld
apparently iave been extinguished with o few
pails of water; but the flames spread with such
leariul rapiaity that in & very fow moments the
entire lvont porton of the shed was on five.
Solomon Jackson, one«of the colored wen in
the employ of the company, ran to the pier to
uttach hose to the hydrant, and in the attempt
wus compelled to fight bis way out throagh the
flames, and in doing =0 wius very seriously
burned. He was conveyed to the New York
Hoepital, where he now lies in a eritical con-
dition.

In tlie meantime the alarm had been soundea
on the Gre bells, uud wos promptly responded to
by the firemen. Several large and powerful
ficamers were set at work, and the supply ol
Croton hemng all that could be desired, immense
volumes of waler were launched agast the
burning butldings, but apparently without effect.
The flames spread with inereasing veloolty along
the whole length of the pier, devouring all In
their way, Soon the (reight of the Brideeport
line of steamers vook fire, and it was then feared
that all the shipping lying at the adjoining plers
would fol] an casy prey to the general destrue-
tion, Fortunately severnl tugbonts promptly
got up steam, and several steamers and vessels
lying adjacent were towed intothestream. The
steamoer Haltimore, of the Bridgeport line, took
fire, and when towed out wus enveloped in
flames, and 1 this condition floated out into the
stream, and was fOuoally rcuttled when off Gov-
ernor's lelund, where she now lies a total wreck.

The scene presented at this juncture was of
terrible magnifieence. All the sheds and build-
ings on the pier were burning fiercely, and vust
volumes of fire rose high in the air, ihuminilm
the heavens with o lurid glare for a great dis.
tance, while masses of burning material filled
the wir. The heat wae eo intense, and the smoke
#0 dense, that it was with great diflienlty, and
al thelr peril, that the tiremen could approsch
near enough to the burning mass to render their
e¢fforts effective; and notwithstanding their
utmost exertions, under direction ot Chief
Engineer Kingsland, it was not until the eotire
elructure nnd contents were consumed that the
flames conld be subdued,

During vesterday the plers on which the
flames bad exercised such a fearful sway pre-
sented o degolste appearance, Nothing but the
supporting posts were leit standing to murk
the spot where the Immense freight depot had
stood. The pler wus strewed with the debris
of the conflagration. The freight on the pler at
the time of the fire consisted of two full eargoes
ol assorted gooda of all kinds., Dry poods,
cloths, hardware of ail descriptions, rifles,
knives and forks, two pilanos, puls, all mixed
up in an almost undistinguisnable mass, This
frelght, which was valued at between Lhree snd
four thousand dollaye, was consigned to nume-
rous parties in (his ‘eity from all purts ol Con
pecticut. Owing to the boat's munilest being
burned up In the effice on the dock, nollst of the
goods or copsigners can be oblatned for coveral
dage. But lttle of the stock I insured, and
the uegents of 1the Company claim that thoy are
not linble lor tue loss, which will (therefore fall
chiefly on the consignees,

A conl barge at the end of the dock, nud sn
lmmense plle o1 coul, algo took fire and burnt
obstinately for some hours, ﬁmw & Guantity of
the coal was thus consumed, and the birge
congiderably damuged. Cuptain Benjamin Long,
bis wife Citherine, and I’.m brother Charles,
were o8léep on the barge at thetime. Their
esoupo by the pler was entirely cot off, and
they were rescued from thelr ‘perilons situs
tion in a small boat, but not before they
had been considerably Burned about the head,
neck, and arms,

The bulldings, sheds, ete,, on the piers he-
lopged to the New Haven Steumbout Company,
Those deptroved were valoed st ten thousand
dollars, The l?umpinlv i rald to be insured for
twenty thousnnd dollare in the Internationsl

Insurance Company; but owing to the wbsence

of Cuptain Peck, the general agent of the line

in New Haven, thi= could not be accurately
8 cotained,

The plers, which are the property of the city
4 e damaged to the extent of five thousan
dollars, and are not insured.

The ot cex of the Bridgeport line were also
destroy od, together with the steamer Baltimore,
the only boat gn the line,

Mr, George B, Corlies, the agent of the line,
e timates the losa at $25,000; no Insarance,
Fortunately there was no freight on the dock or
the boat.

The steamer s owned by several parties in
Albany and Troy, and was chartered lor a year
to the company. H

Bhe was valued at £30,000, and was insured for
$40,000 in various companies: but owing to the
fact that the policles areio the safe, which is
still buried in the debris, the names of the com-
panles conld pot be ascertnined.

The coal barge damnged was No. 20, and
belongs to the Reading Railway Company, She
is demnged to the extent of $1000, er Cargo ol
coql s not damaged.

There was more than a geual amount of freight
ou the pler. It comprised all the cargo of the
Continental, which arrived on Tuesiay night, the
cargo of the Ewm Oify, which arrived on Wed.
nesday morning, and nlgo a large amount left
over lrom previous arrivals, Among other
things destroyed, or rendered nearly useless, is
an engine worth $156,000, There ate about
twenty pleces of machinery of various kinds in
the ruins, most of which, of counrse, we ren-
dered useless,

A large number of Iaborers were employed
yesterday scarching among the delris for what
of value wus not entirely destroyed. These
were gathered up and deposited carefully,
awaiting clalmants, Among the goods so re-
covered were gquite s number of eases contain-
ing botiles of Covgress water, the outside ot the
cases only being charred, \ml the medicinal
waters had undergone a thorough boiling,

A Scotchman, with his wife and child, arrived
here yesterday morming, on board the Elm Cily,
He had been burned out in New Haven, losing
ull hig household furniture, ele. He afterwards
Invested all he wae worth (about $1500) in the

urchase of household lurpiture, ete , which he

rought with bim on the boal, and all these
articles were destroyed iu the tire of this morp-
ivg. He proceeded to the pier this morning to
obtain his “little all. " and found only a wreek,
Ume poor man was guite despondent, und stajed
that he applied for his property yesterday, but
that the Company refused to deliver it o lim.
1 such be the case the Company, 1418 contended,
is linble for their value,

4 colored employe of the company, who came
from theSouth a few years ugo, and has served
in the army, had a trunk contwining all his
clothes and $260 in greenbacks in the office, all
ol which were destroyed. Even the man's hat
and shoes were con=umed.

Altogether the conflagration was one of the
most effectuslly destructive that we have been
culled npon to record !or some time, Fortu-
natly, neither of the boats comprizing this line
— Eim City snd Confinental—were at the wharl
t\il‘._th{v’ time, and so escaped damuge.—New York

FRIGHTFUL TRAGEDY IN ARKANSAS,

Daring RBobbery and Marder—Five Men
Shot Down In Cold Blood—A Plantation
Devastated,

From the Memphis Bulletin, 80th.

Information bag just reached Memphiz of o
dreadiul tragedy which was enscted on the
Tecumseh plactation, located in Chico county,
Arkansas, a few nichts ago, which resulted in
the death of five men, who were shoudown in
cold blood by = band of maranders, The
plontation is situnted on the Mississipol, about
seven miles above Grand Lake, and 18 owned
uy Mr. E. P. Johnson, and is lurmed by Briga-
dler-General Adams, lormerly of the 8lst Ohlo
Intautry, und Messre, Van Pelt and Jenks, under
the firm of Adams, Van Pelt & Co. About 1
o'clock on the morning of Tuesday week, while
the rain wae desconding in torrents, and when
General Adams, Cuptain Johnzon, Captain Van
Pelt, and Captaio Jenks, the owners, were
g-leep in & small dwelling on the plantation,
the door suddenly opened, nand four stalwart
men, with blackened faces and othorwise dis-
guised, rushed into the room, seized the sleep-
ing men as they lay in their beds, and, with
pistols pointed at their Londs, demanded their
Money.

The inmates of the room were powerless in
the erasp of these night maranders, for in an
jnstant they bad secored the pistols of fheir
victims, which had been placed under their
pillows, Thbreats of instant death were mude if
uny resisinnee was offered, and General Adams
waus compelled 10 rise from Lis bed and point
out the trunk m which the money belonging to
the fiim was deposited,  In an instant the trunk
wus forced open, and three thoussad dollurs
secured by the robbers, This, however, did not
scem to satisfly them, as they immediately after-
warde rifled the pockets of the gentlemen above
referrved to, and took away whatever valuables
they could lay their hands on. After making
various toresis 1n case they were interlered
with, two left the cabin, the others remawning
to prevent the owners of the plantation trom
lenving the cabin,

Meanwhile a dreadiul tragedy had been en-
acted at the quarters of the men, situited a
short digtance trom the dwelling oceupicd by
thelowners. Another party of the marauders,
in the darknees of the night, and in the midst
of the storm of wind and rsin, had made an
attack on the quuarters  Butering the stable in
which the stock had been placed for sheller,
they in the most wanton manner commenced
killing the ‘)uur animels by shooling tuem with
their pistole, The firiog bad the effect of
arousing the laborers on the plantation, many
of whom were old soldiers, who quickly armedl
themseelyes with muskets, revolvers, und what-
ever they could lay thewr hunds on. The
majority of them did not {ake time to dress, but
sullied ont, not knowing the meaning ol the
attuck. As they were marching lowarls the
siable the marauders fived a volley, killing five
of the liborers and wounding nine, The others
who had escaped, ten in number, returned the
tire, but in (he derkness of the uight it was im-
possible to rmscertsin  whether any of the
maranders were killed or wounded.

Overpowered by oumbers, the luborers ro-
treated (o thelr quarters, The marauders, bent
on destruction, then set the stabie on fire, and
the engine and cotton gin were completely de-
stroyed, Having compietad tbelr work ol de-
structlon, the marsuders assembled thelr torces
and lott the place.

When moruing at length broke, the bodigs of
the five men who were Killed were found lying
about twenty yards from the burned stable, and
arrdngements were made for their decent in-
terment,

As they bad only arrived at the plantation a
conple of days belvre rom Cinelunatl, our in
foymant, Captain Jenks, could not give thelr
pames.  Afler the burial of their late eomrades,
the owners of the plantation, wecompanied by
seversl of their hands, lollowed (he track of
thedr assallants for & considerable distance, and
from the tracks made In the mud, it was com-
puted that the bapd was composed of thirty
moen at least, The traces of blood were to be
seen il along the road which they travelled,
and it was quite evident that one or more had
been wounded by the volley which the laborers
fired in selt-defense, A consultation then took

luce, nnd a8 it was conglderad that they would

unuble to coge wilh the murderers, even if
they came up wit them, the chuse wms given
up. Feariul ol & secopd attack whep plght came
on, the men resolved to separate and make their
way to the nearest canebrake for security, trost-
ing they would be able to ball 4 steamer pussing
up the Mispissippl,

Captain Jenke went oot towards a small island
ip the river for the purpose of awaliting the

arrival of a steamer, but the watch was a long
and weary one, and he almost famished for the
want of subsistence. He procured materials and
I'ghted n tire, and & fawn being attracied by the
Light, he succeeded in kllliugrt with a club, aud
after skinning the animal, he roasted a portion
of it on the coals, Thix was his only suhsistence
for three long days snd nights, On the third day
n steamer hove in =ight, and although unable to
make thore om board observe the algnals made,
he witnessed the embarkation of several of his
late comrades from the mainland a conslderable
distance above the Island in which he had taken
up his quarters, As the waler was beginning to
rise, he procored a log and floated towards the
mainland, whieh he reached ju safety.

After wandering for & couple of days In the
cancbhrake, gelling & precarions subsistence by
fishing, he met Messre, Johneon and Van Pelt,
and they continued together for hall a day,
when they resolved to separate, and Captain
Jenks was again thrown on his own resources,
He was fortunate ensugh in sccuring a few fish,
and on these be lived il last Wednesday, when
he observed a steamer coming up the river. He
quickly made arrangements lor hailing her, and
soon had the satistaction of seeing that hi= sig-
nale were observed, The steamer was the
Litierty No. 2, and he was soon on bhoard, and
throvgh the kindness of the offieers he procured
a passage to Memphis, where he arrived ata
late hour on Thursday night, Captain Jenks
has several friends and aequaintances in this
city, He can give no reason for the midnight
attack on the plantation except robbery and
murder on the part of the marauders,

Doubie SBulecide in Martfopd,
From the Hartford Courant, July 2,

About one o'clock Sunday morning, Officers
Billings and Darling, of the police foree, while
passing through Market street, beard cries of
agony proceeding from the yard ot L. B, Cowles,
and vpon golog there found B, J, Bolles, a shoe-
maker, in A dying condition, He was in epasms
at times, though at intervals could converse,
and siated that be had taken poison. He was
carried to the Biation House, where he died.
It appears that he has resided at No. 148 Asylum
street, & woman named Sophronin A, Shaw
having *kept house” for him, He had three
ckildren and she two, They kept & bonrding-
house, und had an “affinity” otherwize, nccord-
ing to the testimony.

A jury of inquest was summoned by Ooroner
Holmes, which consisted of the followingz per-
sons:—W. H, Freemnan, Sidney A, BEnsign, P, F,
Talcott, G. A. Hamblin, A, H. Pierce, Edwin
Smith. A lengthy examination took place in
the Police Court room. It was evident, trom
letters introduced, that he had formed an attach-
ment tor Mrs, Shaw, and had become jealous of
lier, One lelter addressed to her made accusa-
tions that ehe had ‘“bin seen sitting very closely
and very loving with some wmen,” and had ex-
hibited more atlection for others than she had
for him. Upon his peraon the following letter
was lound :—

DeAnr FRiEND, —1 am now & going to kill myse!f,
tor the resson ths day Mrs Shaw asked me to go
to bed. 1 went to bed.” Iam not guite a fool; yet
I got up and went down, and found her chathng
and drinking whisky w.an Mr. Wel's (one of the
vosrders ) She says, O God!"” But I got her,
and she cannot deny 1his. she is through with me,
and 1 am gomng to rost mloue, and she may go whoro
she plesses. wunt the children to have all my
thines, watch and obnin, @ ¢ Do bury me in Hart-
ford, and take care of my children.

The allusion in the letter to his going to bed
was explained by one of the witnesses, He enme
home and found Wells and Mrs. Shaw in the
parlor. 8he said to him, *Won't you le down

The Rival of Niagara.
Livingstoue, the celebrated traveller, in Lis
recent book of travels in Afriea, thus describes
the most wonderful geographical discovery ol
wodern times:;—

The Victoria Falls of the Zambesi river are
among the most remurkable curiosities of tne
interior of Airica, For severs]l miles above the
entaract the river Is smooth and tranquil, flow-
ing by lovely islands thickly covered with tropi-
eal vepetation, Lolry palm trees, with thelr
truits in golden clusters, grow abundantly upon
the banks. Many flowers peep out near the
water's edge, Dut thege charmiug islands are
soon succeeded by dangerous rapide. Itis only
when the river is very low tnst they can be
passed in safety. Elephants and lippopotami
are often swent over the falls, and, of coursy,
ewachied to pulp. On entering the race or
waters the party wag requested not to speak,
“gs tolking might impair the virtue of medi-
cine,” There were places wherg the utmost
exertions of the eanoemen had to be put lotti
to force the boat to the only sate |imrl ol the
rapid, and to prevent it from sweeping broad.
side ou. At times it seemed as if nothing could

Pieces of water leap from it in the form of
comels with talls streamineg behiod, Ll the
whale snowy sheet is chaoged Into myrisds of
ruahing, leaping, aqueous comels, The amount
is probably exceeded by Niagara, though uot In
the months when the Zambesi i3 in flood, This
vist boly of water neoessarily encloses In its
descent o large body ol air, which, forced into
tha elent to an ucknown depth, rebounds and
rushes ap loaded with vapor to form three or
evon six columne, a5 if ol steam, visiblo at the
di: wooee of tweuty-one anles, On reaching the
height of two hundréd feet from the level of
the river, this vapor broomes condensed into a
peirpetual shower of tine rain,
